Commissioner Forbids Cards 
or Other Gambling Imple- 
ments in Cafes. 


HE WARNS ALL NOW 


Excuse Was That Mulvihill 
Permitted Card Playing 
in Beer Places. 


Ne more penuchle in St. Louts sa- 
loons. Excise Commissioner Caulfield 
sounded the requiem of that game 
Monday when he ruled that hereafter 
it will cost a saloon keeper his license 
if a deck of cards or any other gam- 
bling implements are so much as 
found on his premises, 

This is a more stringent construction 
of the law than that of former Commis- 
sioner Mulvthill, who permitted card 
playing in rooms outside the bar and in 
which no drinks were served. 

Lawrence Meyer, who keeps a saloon 
at 3232 South Grand avenue, and Thom- 
as and James Duntap, whose saloon is 
at 3001 Clark avenue, were. before the 
commissioner for permitting card games 
on their premises. They, said they had 
done nothing that wouldn’t have been 
perfectly —, under the Mulvihill 
rule. . 

Caulfield said he “@ian’t | want ‘to be 
harsh because they’ were keeping with- 
in the bounds fixed by his predecessor 
and so he would not revoke their li- 
censes. But hereafter, he said, the Mul- 
vihill rule was to be a dead letter. 

Up for Lidlifting. 

Staying open 11 minutes after the lid 
went on and permitting 40 customers to 
remain in his saloon during that time 
is charged against William Morische, 
proprietor of the Belleview Garden, 
King’s highway and Easton avenue, in 
a warrant, and Excise Commissioner 
Caulfield said Monday he would cite 
Morische to appear before him and say 
why his license should not be revoked. 
The alleged lid-lifting is, said to have 
oceurred Saturday night ‘and--waa re- 
ported by a policeman.

The Excise Commissioner also ruled 
that; although the doors of the Stand- 
ard Theater basement need not be 
locked on Sunday, the bar there, con- 
ducted by Anton Rotty, must be kept 
screened and no soft drinks must be 
sold in or from the basement on Sun- 
day. The theater toilet rooms are in 
the basement. That is why the Com- 
missioner will permit the basement 
doors to remain open.

RHEIMS, Aug. 23.—Glenn H. Curtiss, the American aviator, 
made a record here today for an aeroplane circular course. He cov- 
ered one lap, a distance of six and one-fifth miles, in 8 minutes 
35 3-5 seconds. This is the official time. 

The events scheduled for today were the Grand Prix de la 
Champagne and of the city of Rheims, and continuations in the 
Prix du Tour de Piste and the Prix des Aeronauts. 

The first event carried prizes amounting to $20,000, the first 
being $10,000. The money will be given to the six aeroplanes trav- 
eling the greatest distance without touching the ground or re- 
plenishing their supplies of fuel and oil. 

Strict watch was kept that no aviator touched the ground or 
eame within a certain specified distance thereof. This event con- 
sequently is a test of endurance, and unlike the other contests, 
each competitor was obliged to put in an appearance on the open- 
ing. : 

Aeronauts Wait Until Evening. 

Most of the skypilots elected to postpone their efforts until 

towards evening, howver, and the crowds that assembled at the 


‘Aerodome had to satisfy themselves during the morning and early

lip this morning. 

The day began with rain and ht 
seemed aliaost impossible, “with the 
brisk wind blowing and the sodden 
turf, that the machines could start. 
Saturday's driving rain had so drenched 
the countryside that it added to the 
difficulty, making it impossible for the 
aeroplanes to get speed enough to rise 
in the air. 


Early in the morning, Guffrey on a 
Rep monoplane, Bleriot on his own ma- 
chine, Tissandier on a Wright machine, 
Delagrange on a Bleriot monoplane and 
Latham on his Antoinette, tried to fly, 
but failed to get off the ground. This 
was sufficient warning for the other 
aviators not to make the attempt. 

Twelve Flyers Line Up for Start. 

Soon after the rain ceased Dare-Devil 
Hugene Lefevre, who vever rode an 
aeroplane until a month ago, took out 
his Wright biplane and started against 
the wind. He rose in the air with 
great ease and circled around the six- 
mile course twice, traveling a total dis- 
tance of 12 miles. On his second cir- 
cult he flew against a stiff wind blow- 
ing at the rate of 18 miles an hour. 
In the meantime also conflicting gusts 
of wind struck the machine at various 
angles so ‘that it tilted up at danger- 
ous angles. But in spite of these draw- 
backs Lefevre managed to lower the 
French speed record by flying once 
around the six-mile course in 8m. and 
68 4-5s., equal to #@ miles an hour. 

In the elimination races for the 
French contestants who desire to have 
the honor of representing the nation 
next Saturday in the international 
apeéd contést for the Gordon Bennett 
trophy, there was no decision. But so 
far as it is possible to prognosticate 
from the showing made, it seems pos- 
sible that Lefevre with the Wright ma- 
chine, Bleriot with his monoplane and 
probably Latham will be the racers who 
will try to uphold the honor of France. 


i Unly Lefevre and Bleriot qualified yea- 


terday. 
After Lefevre had made his inter- 


| esting demonstration a severe rainstorm 
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the ground, having beautiful control 
of the machine. 

Then came Count De Lambert, Wilbur 
Wright’s pupil, in an aeroplane of his 
mastey’s make. The impressive biplane 
went soaring past the grandstand with 
its great twin screws whirling furious- 
ly as it dipped and rose th the way 
typical of the American machine. After 
Lambert came Sommer in his Voisin- 
Farman biplane. 

Following this Frenchman, who holds 
the duration record of the world, came 
G. B. Cockburn, an Englishman, who 
also pilots a Farman aéroplane. 

Leon Delagrange in his Bleriot -ma- 
chine soared high above the aviators 
who drove biplanes. | 

After him came Fourneir, wlio drove 
a Voisin. Fournier was the first to 
come to grief. For some reason his 
machine would not go and hé came 
down just in front of the grandstand. 
Luckily he was unhurt. 

His place was quickly taken by Le- 
fevre, who circled round and round be- 
fore the grandstand until the spectators 
shouted themselves hoarse. 

At this time, with six machines in the 
air, flying over, under and around each 
other, the multitude was impressed 
with such a sense of the marvelous 
thing it was witnessing that it was 
temporarily stricken dumb. In the fore- 
ground they saw the creations of man 
taking the place of the birds. 

Like great dragon flies the machines 
darted hither and thither, outlined 
against the clouds in fantastic shapes. 
One by one they began dropping out of 
the race, fluttering down like tired birds. 
First Delagrange came to the ground 
with his queer-looking apparatus, then 
Sommer lightly landed and began to 
tinker with his motor and finally La- 
tham had’ his proverbial bad luck. 

Even after the other two had been 


who still wears his bandages, continued 
to fly. His flight was steady and he 
seemingly seared where he wished at 
will But in the end the same trouble 
overtook him—his motor stopped. 

He landed lightly and without injury. 


First Race in Histery. 

So far as known Delagrange’s race 
with young Bunau-Varilla is the first 
time one aeroplane has overtaken an- 
other while in a contest. After overtak- 
ing Bunau-Varilla, Delagrange flew past 
the Englishman, Cockburn, who was alse 
passed by Bleriat, whe was driving the 
monoplane in which he crossed the 
channel. 

Tissandier, in his Wright biplane, over- 
took Paulhan, who was driving a Voisin, 
and finally passed Bunau-Varilla, who 
lg considered to have made a splendid 
flight. 

In the meantime, the Wright machines 
piloted by Lefevre, Lambert and Tissan- 
dier, steadily circled around the field, 
their motos working faultiessly and fly- 
ing with precision. When Lefevre fina)l- 
‘iy landed after having made the circuit 
three times, covering almost twenty 
miles and performing mary remarkabic 
evolutions, the crowd cheered him 
wildly. 

Before coring down, he cuf a figure 
eight in front of the tribune and circied 
over the heade of the people. When he 
landed he stepped from his machine and 
bowed gracefully to the grand stand. He

RUSSIAN ARMY'S 
BALLOON FALLS 
INTO THE SEINE 


Had Made Successful Flight 
and Landed When Wrecked 
‘by Gust of Wind.

PARIS, Aug. 23 °3.-—~The sayard-Clement 


dirigible balloon, built recently by the 
Bayard-Cle...ent Co. for the Russian 
Government, was wreck.d today near 
Maisons-Lafittee, during its preliminary 
trial. The aviators, incl: ding Col. Nash 
of the Russian army, were not injured. 
The airship made its ascent success- 
fully, remained in the air for some time 
and then ‘came cown without damage. 
While on the ground a violent gust of 
wind tore the lalloon from the grasp of 
40 men who were holding it and it was 
thrown against trees an. telegraph 
poles, ripping the : s bag-to pieces. The 
ship then fell into the River Seine. 

The four occupants had stuck to the 
car. On falling into the river they left 
the shattered ship and swam for the 
shore. They were picked up by small 
boats. By the terms of the contract 
with the Russian Government, this bal- 
loon was to have maintained an altitude 
of 3600 to 4500 feet for one hour. 


The Bayard-Clement dirigible balloon 
Was built In Paris last fall. It is about 
180 feet long and has a‘ capacity of 
3500 cubic meters. The car is built of 
steel tubes. The airship is fitted with 
a steel-covered house and a shelter for 
the pilot and passengers. The motor is 


, attached to the frame by strings, so 


as to prevent the vibration from being 
transmitted to the frame work. The 
balloon is driven by a wooden pro- 
pelfér about 15 feet in diameter, which 
has a speed of 350 revolutions a min-

Missing Man Resented Coun- 
trymen’s Objections to His 
Domestic Relations. 


Steve Pagac, now being sought for the 
murder of a woman and her 2-year-old 
child at Granite City, left East St. Louis 
in a spirit of bitter complaint against 
fellow-countrymen, vho had threatened 
to make trouble for him because the 
woman he is accused of killing and who 
shared his home, wes another's wife. 

“T’ve got to get out,’’ he wrete in a 
farewell letter to George Sezlazek, who 
Had befriended him I 
get as a reward for my goodness and 


“This is what 


honesty.”’ 

The letter, written in the Hungarian 
language and vo the day before the 
murder, said that the writer would 
never be seen again iu East St. Louls, 
and directed Sezlazek to draw $16.20 die 
to Pagac as wages, in satisfaction of 
an old debt of $10. 

Woman Identified. 


The house at 410 Winstanley avenue, 
East St. Louis, where Pagac and the 
woman lived for six months, was empty 
Monday as it has been since Thursday 
night. 

The murdered woman was identified 
in Deputy Coroner Mercer’s morgue at 
Granite City Sunday by Charles Zaga, 
an acquaintance of Pagac. Zaga said 
he had seen the woman and her child 
in Pagac’s home, and that Pagac used 
to call the woran his wife. 

Sezlazek. who received Pagac’s fare- 
well letter, said Monday that Pagac 
told him last week that a man of his 
own nationality, whom he had offend- 
ed, had threatened to mak+ complaint 
against him and the woman to the 
police. 

“You know she is another man’s 
wife,”’ Pagac said the man told him. 

Sezlazek said he did not know who 
th. so-called Mrs. Pagac was. He only 
knew, as did Pagac’s other acquaint- 
ances, that she came to East St. Louls 
less than a year ago with her child, 
then a year old, and had since lived at 
Pagac’s home. . Pagac had lived in East 
St. Louis for several years. 

Was Really Triple Murder. 

While the child whom Pagac is be- 
lieved to have killed was not his own, 
there was expectation of another child, 
and its approach is believed to have 
caused the crisis in Pagac’s relations 
with his neighbors. 

The woman, carrying a bundle of 
clothes prepared for the expected in- 
fant, and the 2-year-old girl, were found 
dead in a clump of bushes near Gran- 
ite City Saturday, with bullet holes in 
their heads. A man seen with thom 
shortly before the tragedy answered de- 
scriptions of Pagac. . 

The kit of barber’s implements, found 


near the body, has not been explained. | 


Pagac, so far as his acquaintances 
know, was not a barber. He was em- 
ployed as a laborer by the Vandalia 
Rallroad.

SK STITCHES 
N MAN'S HEART 
CLOSE WOUND 


Dr. Kirchner Performs Un- 
usual Operation at the ° 
City Hospital. 





Seconds had the importance of years 
while Michael Lawless, a rugged youth 
of 21, wounded in the heart, lay on the 
City Hospital operating table beneath 
tLe surgeon’s needle. 

While the heart’s precious contents 

ebbed with every beat, the quick fingers 
of supt. Kirchner closed the wound, an 
inch and a half deep, in the heart itself, 
with six stitches. Six more stitches 
in the tough covering pf the heart, and 
the trapdoer of bone and cartilage which 
had teen lifted was lowered. 
lawless will live, Dr. Kirchner de 
clared Monday. The stitches will never 
be removed. Nature will, in time, ab- 
sorb them into the tissue. Sct 
Lawless was stabbed in a fight in 
Welliston late Saturday night. He was 
hurried to the hospital in Edgar 
Smythe’s automobile, bleeding from an 
apparently mortal wound. 
Reaching the hospital at 12:40 a. m., 
the patient was at once examined by 
Supt. Kirchner. With his fingers the 
surgeon probed the wound, and found 
not only that the knife had penetrated 
the heart, but that the wound in the 
heart was nearly twice as large as that 
in the flesh, indicating that the knife 
had been moved after the thrust. 


Ribs Cut and Heart Stitched, 
With not an instant to lose, the su- 


perintendent severed two ribs with «a 
pair of shears and drew »aex the pro- 
tecting flesh and bones from in front of 
the heart. 

While the welling fluid from the ar- 
teries impeded his work, the surgeon, 
with his finest needle, began the des- 
perately delicate task of stitching. The 
strongest and thinnest of catgut was 
used, 

As the cessation of the blood’s 
flow showed that the operation had suc- 
ceeded in its primary purpose, the “‘trip- 
door” of flesh and bone was lowered 
back over the heart. 

Shortly after the operation Lawless 
had recovered consciousness and was 
talking. Monday he was too weak to 
see his friends, but the superintendent 
said he would probably be able to sit 
up in a few days. . 

“Lawless hed remarkable vitality,” 
said Dr. Kirchner Monday, ‘“‘or he would

HOT SPRINGS, Va., Aug. 23.—‘’There 


is not the slightest probability that the 


expiration of the present voting trust 
will remove the control of the United 
Railways of St. Louls from the hands 
of the North American Co. 

This is the flat statement made by 
Festus J. Wade, who is spending his 
vecation at Hot Springs. At the same 
hete: with Mr. Wade are Julius S. Walsh 
an3 James Campbell, both also promi- 
nent in the affairs of the North Ameri- 
can Co,, and Morton Jourdan, counsel 
for the United Railways. Mr. Wade and 
his companions insisted that their pres- 
ence here at this time has no bearing 
at all on the affairs of either the United 
Railways or the North American Co. 

“Mr. Walsh has been coming here for 
20 years,” ‘said Mr. Wade, “and this is 
my sixth visit. I have done nothing 
but ride and play golf since I have 
been here and as far as I know the 
other gentlemen have done nothing 
else. At least I am positive thif no 
word concerning tne business of the 
two corporations has been inentioned. 
There has been no conference and: there 
will be none.”: | 

Mr. Wade said that the expiration of 
the voting trust of the common stock 
of the United Railways could have no 
effect on the contror of the North 
American Co. He pornted out that the 
North American Co. holds $18,400,000 
worth of the $25,000,000 of common stock 
and that the dissolution ef the present 
voting agreement could not affect the 
ownership of this stock. 

In further explanation Mr. Wade said: 

‘In addition to the common stock 
there is $20,000,000 worth of preferred 
voting stock. Of this stock there are 
shares to the value of $16,400,- 
000 oustanding. The majority of 
this outstanding preferred steck 
is -in the hands of hundreds. of 
investors scattered throughout the foun- 
try. If by any chance this preferred 
voting stock should be concentrated in 
the hands of a faction hostile to the 
centro] of the North American Co. the 
amount would be insufficient to make a 
majority without the aid of a large part 
of the $6,600,000 of common stock, which 
is not held by the North American. 

“The concentration of the outstand- 
ing preferred stock against the North 
American Co. could be accomplished | 
only by a miracle. Then, too, much of 
the common stock not held by the North 
American is owned by interests friendly 
to the holding company. I hold both 
common and preferred stock in the 
United Railways, but I could hardly be 
expected to use this in opposition to the 
North American Co., of which I am a 
director. 

“There isn’t the slightest chance for 
a change in the control of the United 
Railways.”

A comparison of the prizes to be awarded in 


aviation contests here and elsewhere suggests 2 
reason for the difficulty experienced by the com-

The total] sum offered in prizes for all the 
events of our Centennial celebration is only 
$1600. Two prizes of $1000 are offered for the 


aeroplane and dirigible contests. For spherical 


balloons the highest prize is $600, the other 
prizes ranging from $500 down to $200. None 


of these prizes offers real inducement to aviators 


to go to the expense and labor of participating. 
The winning of none would cover actual 
expenses. ; 

At Rheims, where representative aviators from 
many nations are competing, the prize list ex- 
ceeds $50,000. 
event not the most imporiant is $20,000, and for 
a minor event the total amount in prizes is 
$4000, nearly as much as the entire purse of the 
St. Louis Centennial. 
the English Channel won $5,000. 

The competition in aviation all over the civil- 
ized world is exceedingly active. Inventors, 
manufacturing firms and operators of aeroplanes 
and dirigibles are engaged in a lively race for 
first place. ‘Not less active is the competition 
for exhibits of machines and gas bags. Nations 
are bidding high for the best machines and 
cities are offering large prices for contests. Both 
as a sport and an entertainment aviation is 
popular. 

If St. Louis is to be in the competition as a 
center of aviation we must offer greater induce- 
ments for entry. Large prizes would attract 
attention throughout the world. They would 
inevitably attract aviators and would thus be 
doubly valuable for advertising purposes. One 
prize of $10,000, as much as the World and Post- 
Disvatch offers for the Fulton-Hudson contest, 
would make aviators take notice. If it is too 
late to increase the prizes this year the St. Louis 
Aero Club should plan better for the next event.

Telephone User’s Experience.

In 1884 I ventured into the meat and vezetable 
business uptown and soon found that if I intended to 
do business I must have a telephone. I called at,the 
office and was asked to sign a contract at a flat 
rate of $100 a year for service containing a provision 
that I pay quarterly in adwance. It was pretty much, 
but I grinned and bore it. As years went on and the 
telephones became more numerous, the fee was not 
noticed so much. Many of my business associates 
and friends said that if we could get opposition to 
that telephone monopoly we could get cheaper ratés. 
I sided with them, then. On or about 1895, after the 
telephone patents had expired, this great and desired 
relief, in the shape of competition, came to our res- 
cue, It was not long after this, solicitors called to 
induce me to Install a cheaper telephone at the rate 
of $72 per year, and I was lead to believe thaf | 
would save money. I at first hesitated, but later 
found that it was necessary to have two telephones, 
at the cost of $172 to get all the cénnections which I 
formerly had at $100 per year. I have been com- 
pelled to pay $172 a year ever since. I see now from 
the papers that there is a fight on to the finish be- 
tween the two companies and one is going to swal- 
low up the other, and I hope they will. Now, what 
is this fight to me? I must pay at present $144 a year 
to reach all stations instead of formerly $100. Can 
you fellow business men show me where I-am bene- 
fited by this fight between these companies?

The 
Owl’s Fortune was made. He was ap- 
pointed as Magistrate at the Night 
Court right away.

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PACE is too limited to deal here 
S with the great lovers and the 

great loves of antiquity; there 
were so many.among the cherished he- 
roes of modern history and of compara- 
tively recent times we must needs limit 
ourselves to tife premier romance of an- 
Client lore which has been the poets’ 
Stock in trade since time immemorial: 
“Hero and Leander.” 

The very names abound itn mad in-: 
fatuation and pathos, in self-sacrifice, 
soul-worship, jealousy, suffering, mixed 
moods of agonies and ecstasies—all the 
ingredients of modern love, though the 
paragons lived the Olympians know 
when, if they lived at all. 

Today the peoples of the world are oc- 
cupled with the project of flying across 
the channel—behold Leander swimming 
from Asia to Europe nightly to kiss his 
beloved Hero! 

If you doubt the story, look at “Hero's 
tower,” still standing in the Turkish 
town of Sestog on the shores of the 
Hellespoint, and if the athletic end of 
it s€ems exaggerated, read the report 
of Lord Byron, who duplicated Lean- 
der’s feat. 

The distance from shore to shore is 
only a mile, but, owing to the strong 
current, Byron traversed more than four 
miles ere he reached terra firma after 
an hour and five minutes of exhausting 
labor, 


Hero was a priestess of Venus; Lean- 
der a love-smitten youth, probably em- 
Ployed during the day and having but 
a few hours of liberty at night. Too 
Poor to own a boat or pay the ferryman, 
he must needs rely upon his bodily 
strength to carry him across the. peril- 
Ous straits. Only when an ugly sea and 
high winds prevented he denied himself 
that pleasure, ‘“‘while yet his mind hast- 
ened to meet her.’’. When their mutual 
love was at its height the equinoctials 
Set in. 

Leander’s prolonged absence causes 
Hero the deepest anguish, even though 
She herself has forbidden him to put 
his dear life in danger by braving the 
storm, 


However, the sea subsiding, her sweet- 
heart presently returned to her arms, 
more loving than ever. Still it seemed 
to Hero that the nightly feat of swim- 
Ming the Hellespont was too much for 
him. Accordingly, she suggested that 


j they should meet halfway, exchange @ 


Kiss and caress, then return to the 
Shore whence they came. 

During many happy weeks the lovers 
kept their tryst in the middle of the 
sea, when a stormy night prohibited 
thelr usual rendezvous. But the love- 
sick Leander, finding no rest, no sleep, 
plunged in the foamy stream,” and, as 
the surf swept over his head, “tonight,” 
he said, “living or dead, sweet Hero, I 
Will go to thee.” 

In the gray morning Hero saw her 
lover’s body carried in by the tide, 
floating on the restless billows, and in 
her despair she cast herself down from 
the tower into the sea and perished. 
Lerd Byron and Lady Caroline Lamb. 

If one were to mention all of Byron’s 
sweethearts, nothing would do but to 
copy the social registers of Britain, 
France and Italy from 180 to 1828, since

Lick Observatory Professor Also to 
Determine Rate of Solar Sys- 


tem’s Movements. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 23.—The mos* 
rapid star in the heavens has been pho- 
tographed and its speed through space 
measured at the southern station of 
Lick Observatory, Santiago, Chile, ac- 
cording to Prof. Heber Doust Curtis, 
who returned yesterday on the steamer 
Assuan to resume his work on Mount 
Hamilton. 

This star is known to astronomers as 
“Cordoba Zones, 5 H 243." Photographs 
of its spectrum, through which the speed 
has been calculatea, are among a large 
number of negatives brought by Prof. 
Curtis. 

During his stay in the Southern Hem- 
isphere he has been carrying out a line 
of work begun by W. W. Campbell, di- 
rector of Lick Observatory, to determine 
the speed of the solar system through 
space. —
